While 
oo roan without nn oppoitunity for observing, could 
say they ft ere unwarranted, history gives no ac- 
count of such quickness in obtaining complett sov- 
erignty over 10,000,000 people who had been strug- 
gling for national independence so long as had the 
Fillipinos. Ten millions of people, among them the 
tbe doctrine of independence and self-government 
had been successfully promulgated, are a good 
tuaay to be converted to subjugation by overawing 


. or moral suasion in the comparatively brief time we 


have been about it. They were a people not the 
quickest to understand and whose whole training 
had been to mistrust soverign promises, even when 
made less vaguely than ours have been. 
It was 


inucb to expect that thev could be induced to meek- 
ly accept our soveiignty, however benign, or to be 
coerced into it in a iew months, which fact appears 
clean-r now than ever before. The lemajrk ol an 
army officer of long service there, recently returned, 
to the eflect that we would not live to see the Filli- 
pinos completely pacified undei American soverign- 
ty, was more in accordance with what might logi- 
callv have been expected.
